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WEEKLY LETTER 


THE CONTROL OF WHEAT 
STEM SAWFLY IN STRIP 
FARMING AREAS 

The Dominion Entomological 
Laboratory at Lethbridge oper¬ 
ated by the Entomological 
Branch of the Dominion Depart 
ment of Agricuture have kindlv 
contributed the letter for this 
week. They will deal further 
with the wheat stem sawfl v in 
next weeks letter. 

The wheat stem saw fly 
(Cephus cinctus Nort) is one 
of] he major insect pests ot 
wheat on the Canadian prairies 
Tliis insect was originally con 
fined to those areas know n as 
the “long grass prairie” and 
was unable to exist i n the short 
bunch grass of the open plains 
With the breaking up of this 
latter type of grass and repine 
ing it with wheat, which v as a 
more suitable host plant’ the 
s&wfly was enabled to spread 
throughout the greater part of 
the prairi e area. The wide 
spread production of wheat has 
also aided the increase in the 
numbers of the sawfly more 
rapidly than would have l>een 
possible under natural condit 
ions and has resulted in frequ 
ent extensive outbreaks ’ which 
have caused serious losses to 
wheat growers.- 

The adult sawflie s 1 y their 
eggs in stems of grains or grew, 
es during the last of June and 
early July. Only. -»tt)Qke stems 
which helve headdciifcit or are 
about to head are chosen a n .d 
the eggs are laid inside the 
hollow portion of tne stem. 

The laivae hatcliug £10111 
these eggs feed - up Aftfl down 
the inside of the stem through 
out the season. ThciVn ^oVlorn 
nnv outward sign of infestation, 
but if the stems are split the 
hollow center will be seen to be 
filled with fine dust and the 


whitb |naggot will be found 
somewhere in th e stem. Several 
eggs may be .deposited in one 
stem but only one larva survives 
therefrom t 0 reach maturity. 
As the stem matures the larva 
works its way to the base, 
tunnelling the stem to the very 
root of the plant. It the n cuts 
the stem from the inside just 
al)out the soil level, retires be, 
low the cut, and plugs the stuT 
with the ‘dust made* in feeding. 
The upper portion of the stem 
breaks • ofl and falls to the 
ground. The larva spins a co¬ 
coon which lines the entire por¬ 
tion of the stub and spends the 
winter there. 

As the soil warms r.p In the 
spring the larva changes to ; 
pupa from which the adult cm 
erges late in June. Roth the 
larva and th e pupa arc faith 
active and ca n move up and 
down inside the stub. This en¬ 
ables them to retire suflicien 1 
below the soil surface to ai/oid 
unfavorable conditions of tem¬ 
perature or moisture. 

TRAP CROPS have been 
iVwnd to be a most * offect iva 
method of control- This con 
sists of seeding a atrip of cro] 
susceptible to sawfly attack sc 
that it will be sufficiently ad¬ 
vanced to be more attractive to 
egg laying sawflies than is ihc 
crop to be protected; The larva 
which develop in the trap crop 
a, 'e then destroyed by cutting, 
as in the. case of wheat and 
rye, in mid-July or by the p ant 
itself r.s in the case of brmie 
grass 

The trap crop is seede 1 a s a 
strip f rom .20 to 30 feet wide 
around the outside edge of the 
.field es early in the season as 
possible. It the field was sum*

If this strip of 
crop is well developed th e great 
rnajority of the eggs will be 
laid there. If, the field was in 
wheat and severely infested 
the previous season it should 
,bo summer-fallowed, seeded to 
oats, or t 0 a sawfly immune 
crop such as flax or swee' 
clover. If seeded to oats no 
trap crop will attract the saw 
f)ics moving out of the field 
to some other crop. 

There are two kinds «»? trap 
crops. TEMPORARY and PER¬ 
MANENT TRAP CROP is one 
that is seeded on the head lands 
and left there permanently. 
Wheat, oats and rye can ta 
used as temporary trap crops 
while brome grass makes an 
excellent permanent trap.

DANGER OF FASTING 

Is there danger in bodily slat 
vation Since time imnioni. ri.il 
fasting hr s been observed for 


many purposes. In former years 
it s signifiance was largely relig¬ 
ious; in recent years prolonged 
fasting, except in India and cer¬ 
tain other oriental countries, 
has been lagely associated with 
the theories held by various 
cultists that fasting is a cure 
for many diseases. 

During starvation combustion 
of body tissue naturally contin¬ 
ues. Thi*; is essential to life, to 
'n production of body heat. 
V •» excretion of nitrogenous 
• :1 rnrbonrc* ous waste contin 
ue e through the kidneys, the 


skin and through the lungs. In 
the absence of food the bod v tis 
sue s are themselves burnt and 
there is a definite loss of weight 
If water is available the loss of 
weight is not so rapid and life 
may be considerably prolonged. 
Occasional one day fasts may be 
beneficial, but prolonged starv¬ 
ation means more than a rapid 
combustion of body tissue. Were 
that all, prolonged starvation 
might be freely recommended 




danger lie a in the development 
of acidosis. 

If a cow fire js lighted with 
insufficient kindling, it will 
smoke rather than burn clearly. 
Lik e coal, bod v tissues do not 
bum readily and require the 
kindling, certain properly assinr 
Hated starches and sugars, to 
produce perfect comburtion- 

Imperfect combustion, as 
when the intake of readily burnt 
or metabolized food is cut off, 
liberates so-called "acetone 
bodies’*. These arc found in the 
blood and urine in certain dis¬ 
eases such as severe diabetes 
or uremic poisoning, but appear 
in normal individuals during 
starvation about the fourth or 
fifth day. 

About thi s time the desire for 
food dwindles. This may b e be 
cause of the beginning acidosis 
which may explain also the tem¬ 
porary stage of mental acuity 
said to be experienced b v those 
fasting for supernatural insight 
or power. 

The presence of acetone or 
such anormal r.cids as diacetic 
acid in the blood is not partic¬ 
ularly dangerous if the cause 
be promptly corrected, but if 
they remain ar.d increase i n con 
centration rs in prolonged star 
vation, considerable damage 
may result. 

In one instance observed by 
the writer of voluntary starvat 
ion, except for water, extending 
over a period of fifty one days, 
the patient was practically, up 
conscious from toxaemia. Intraiv 
enous injections of glucose and 
insulin corrected the acidosis, 
but too late; there were gangre 
ous areas throughout the liver. 
Do not be a fanatic in fasting.

PROTEST MINIMUM 
WHEAT PRICE 

Directors of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool, meeting in Calgary 
for their regular monthly sess¬ 
ion passed a resolution protest¬ 
ing against the fixed minimum 
and also tihe enactment which 
prevents the wheat board ac¬ 
cepting deliveries until the 
price level goes below 90 cent s 
a bushel. 

In tlKe words of the resolu¬ 
tion the ruling "was considered 
tantamount to ordering with¬ 
drawal of ;thc wheat boajrd 
from fulilling the function 
for which it was formed. 

The Pool board expressed the 
opinion that the federal gov¬ 
ernment in its actioq failed to 
consider its pre-election promise 
to market wheat at world levels 
and return to the grower in 
Canada a price commensurate 
wit the cost of production. 

"What the government’s 


move virtually amounts to,” 
the Pool directors stated, “is an 
order t 0 th e western wheat 
growers to accept financial 
rewards for their labor based 
on world levels- What other 
class in Canada, outside prim¬ 
ary producers, are thus treated 

‘We ffeel that the policy of 
the government is reactionary 
and that the interests of the 
wheat growers are nit receiv¬ 
ing the consideration they are 
entitled to, particularly in view 
of the considerate treatment 
given to wheat growers by tl]P 
governments of virtually every 
other important wh°at growing 
country in the world. 

“The Pools obtained a wheat 
board ater a long struggle and 
» f ic\v its forthcoming disinteg¬ 
ration with alarm and regret. 
Tl |r world wheat problem is 
not solved by any means and 
Canada needs an active and 
aggressive wheat boa ...”
